The  production  of  farm  products  for  canning  or  processing  has  oeco;;ie 
the  fastest  growing  agricultural  enterprise  in  the  Coirjnonvrealth.  As  recently 
as  1924  vegetables  for  canning  were  grown  on  only  7,740  acres  of  Pennsylvania 
farm  lands.   Compared  with  the  U,04C  acres  dev:,tod  to  canning  crops  in  19^0 
this  is  an  increase  of  425^  in  16  years  or  at  a  rate  in  excess  of  KjO%   ev.ry 
four  year.   In  addition  to  this  substantial  increase  m  vegetable  car.ning,  the 
processing  of  apples,  a: pie  products,  cherries,  mushrooi;^  iS5%   of  all  canned 
in  the  United  States)  and  many  other  specialty  products  such  as  soups,  condiments, 
jellies,  preserves,  etc.,  has  also  increased  rapidly  in  recent  years.  That 
this  grov^th  m  the  production  of  canning  crops  may  be  expected  to  continue  is 
evidenced  bv  recent  cannery  expansions  by  n^erous  new  locations  for  cannery 
and  .uicK  freeze  operations  recently  acquired  or  proposed  and  by  the  increasing 
purchase  of  canning  crops  of  Pennsylvania  growers  from  out-of-state  proces..r3.

Grading  of  Berries,  Beans  &  Peaches  -  1940 

In  recent  years,  along  with  the  increased  volu::ie  of  cannery  products  ..graded, 
has  corae  the  grading  of  additional  crops,  these  being  principally  raspberries, 
currants,  straviberries,  snap  beans,  lima  beans  and  peaches,  Th'^^  gradin.-'  of  tl-.:^se 
small  fruits,  beans  and  peaches  is  expected  to  increase  in  the  near  future, 
principally  because  of  the  increased  demand  for  these  products  for  quick~fre.j7ing. 


Supervision  arid  Cost  of  Cannery  Product s_jn5n;ect_ion_^ 

This  is  a  self-sup^porting  service  under  State  supervision.  Federal  :rades 
adopted  as  official  for  use  in  Pennsylvania  are  used  as  far  as  possible,   Stri.ot 
adherence  to  the  -rade  specifications  is  practiced  except  where  earners  use  the 
Federal  grades  with  certain  additional  tolerances.  All  inspectors  are  trained 
and  licensed  by  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture,  Harrisburg,  Pe:;nsy~- 
Ivania,   The  charge  for  the  service  in  1940  was  §45. 00  a  week,  of  which  :,3.0C 
covered  State  Tixpenses  of  supervision,  the  balance  o  42,00  being  used  to  meet 
the  actual  expenses  of  the  Service,  including  wages,  compensation  insurance, 
inspectors'  reporting  expenses,  etc.
